In tho hill dis- 
tricts of India a coolie has to wear ' 
something warmer than in tlie low 
country, and although he cannot bear 
a leg covering, he has alwtiys an old 
coat on. It IS ludicrous sometimes 
to see a coolie with not a stitch of 
olothing on except a clawhammer coat 
and a plug hat. The South Sea is- 
lands have lately been a great factor 
in tho "old clo'" trade. Whoneror 
a heathen there is converted th-e first 
thing Uo is taught to believe is that 
it is wrong to go naked, and when 
a thief is converted the whole tribe 
generally follow suit, there is often a 
great dearth of old clothes. Tho 
Jews aro the chief if not tho only 
dealers in old clothes and owe a good 
deal to tho Christians in this respect, 
iis without the missionaries tho hea- 
then would still be going about in the 
state of our first parents. Ijast year 
there was some trado botw^een Chicago, 
San Francisco and .T.-ipan, in old 
clothes, about 150 cases being shipped. 
Ever since the Japa imbibed a taste 
for Western civilization they have 
been great in European clothes. 
When tho "disoiiso" fii-st broke out 
the streets of Yokohama more nearly 
resembled a street where a fancy dross 
ball was disi>orsing than anything else. 
The stores of all the old clothes deal- 
ers in Europe and America were put 
under requisition to supply Japan, 
and costumes of da}'s of the Pilgrim 
Fathers were common in the streets. 
Clothes that are too old and soiled, 
old socks and underwear are all of 
usa. Along with old paper tliey aro 
sent to the mill, to be made into new 
ptipor, and old cloth can bo remade 
into "shoddy." In point of fact, 
most of the "this stylo for 17" is 
m.ade out of this material. Lately 
chemistry has shown us how to mako 
tho most delicious perfumes out of 
tho refuse of the cow house, and there 
is really nothing that we tlirow awiiy 
as " waste" but what is turned into 
useful purposes and enriches others.

Tho trade in old clothes 
is considerable, over $-:ir>0,000 being 
paid for "old do'" annually. When 
bought by the dealer they are "grad- 
ed ; ' pants that have boon oftener 
sat upon than trod upon aro put in 
one heap, and coats that aro glazy 
and "out at elbow" put along witli 
them. Suits aro then made up and 
repairing, when possible, set about. 
Little olso is done with clothes of this 
description, and they are sold to the 
very poor. On the other hand, "all- 
wool" suits that have been little worn 
and have been purciiased from the 
better classes, who have sold them 
owing to a change of fashion or be- 
cause they have tired of them, are 
cleaned, pressed and relinod, and sold 
as "tho latest, onljk $7." Evening 
suits, which used to bo worthless as 
a selling conmnodity, are now the most 
valuable, as lately a considerable trade 
has sprung up in lotting dress suits 
out at so much jier night. If you are 
introduced or make the necessary de- 
posit you may now blossom out for 
one night only as ono of tho upjwr 
ten, clawhammer and all complete, 
for tho small sum of $2. Old hats 
are ironed and relined, and in most 
c.tses sold as now, tho trado in sec- 
ond-hand hats being .almost nil. 
The old clothes trade in this country, 
however, is not nearly as brisk as it 
is on the other IWo, "as there is not 
the same market. Tho chief market 
for Eughtnd is tho colonics and the 
islands of the south Pacific. Thou- 
sand of cases of old clotlies are every 
year exported from England to India, 



A Syracuse dispatch says: The pan- 
ther which created so much conster- 
nation in the neighborhood of Nor- 
wich a few weeks .igo, has made its 
way into Madison county. Tho peo- 
ple of Morrisvillo are greatly disturb- 
ed over rumors that tho panther has 
tsikon up its quarters in tho swamp 
about two miles north of the village, 
and has already killed a number of 
sheep and attacked the cattle of 
several ot the farmers.

Thk American Asylum, at Hartford, 
has just issued its Sixty Eighth Annual 
Report. From it wo glean that the 
number of pupils in attend<ance during 
the year was two hundred and twelve. 
Although there was an epidemic of 
diphtheria in the region round about 
the Institution, only four cases of 
serious sickness occurred, three of 
which recovered and one died. Many 
jmprovementH have been ma<]e about 
the buildings and grounds. Both the 
Directors and Principal refer, in eu- 
logistic terms, to the late Salmon 
Crossclt The report of the Principal 
is especially vahiaVjle and interesting. 
In touching upon tbo difTerent methods 
of instruction, Mr. Williams betrays a 
conservative wisdom that is eminently 
becoming. While acknowledging the 
feasibility and importance of giving 
instruction in arlicuUtion and lip rea<l- 
ing to a certain class of doai mutes, he 
takes the ground that the combined 
method is the superior method for in- 
structing the deaf and dumb. He not 
only asserts this but jiroves it. Com- 
paring the results of the pure oral 
and the sign system, as practised 
separately with deaf mutes of tqual n.a- 
tive mental capacities, he demonmrates 
the great advantage of the sign-lan- 
guage in developing the mind and im- 
parting the ability to correctly express 
ideas in grammatical and idiomatical 
English. The productions of a pupil 
who had been ten years under instruc- 
tion by the oral method, are actually 
equalled by a tot' 'tal deaf mute 

who had been la ,^ :ily two years 
by the manual method, and surpassed 
by another who had been taught by the 
same metbo«l for four years. Tliis is 
evidence which speaks for itself. In 
applying the t*;stf, no vulgar compari- 
sons are drawn, no chicanery of treat- 
ment is attempted, no hap hazard de- 
ductions arfe 1 ; it is a clear, nn- 
variiishefl st;i .f the hard reality 
— in a word, the conclusion ia 
based upon the lucid logic of undeni 
able facts. A perusal of the report hy 
those who are exclnsive advocates of 
the : d system, might possibly 
pro'.' :ial in iU effects. I'riucipal 
Williams is a man thoroughly conver- 
sant with both the pure oral and the 
sign systems. He ignores neither. 
He gives both a long and careful trial, 
and impartially proclaims the result. 
He is not alone by any means. Hun- 
dreds of others stand ready and will- 
ing to endorse all that be has said. 
Here is the formula adopted in the 
American Asylum : " Articulation and 
]ip reading are carefully taught as 
special branches of instruction to all 
■nch an afford a hope of even nioder- 
at* success in tbf ■ • ' •tion of them. 
To all such we ■ ly believe in 
teaching these branches ; but to at- 
tfirnpl to force these acqniHitions upon 
thono who, after a fair trial, give no 
promise of even partial success, we con- 
■ider a wicked waste of the pupil's time 
and a cruel imposition. To insist that 
snch pupils shall be taught these 
branches and shall have only snch 
education as they can acquire through 
tbem, is to leuve them at the end of 
their school course bnt little better 
fitted for the duties of life than when 
they entered school."

Instruction for IleaUlMnte*, 



(From tlie fkierUifir, American.) 

A convention for considering methmls of teach- 
ing articulation to the deaf was iiold in Now 
York, June 26th to June 28lh. More than 200 
delegates were present, representing 38 schools. 
Tliere were in the I7nlted States at tbe last census 
alx>nt 35,000 deaf mute* ; there are 58 schools for 
their Instruction, and 8,000 are being educated 
at the public expense. The loading system of 
instruction are tbo French method of sign* and 
the German ono of teaching speech and lip-read- 
ing. Tho York institution was the first hero to 
introduce the oral methwl as in-actloed in Germa- 
ny, and thirteen schools have recently establish- 
ed in which this metliod prevails, while nearly all 
the *cho<^ls now have special classes in articula- 
tion and lip-reading. 

Prof. A. Graham Bell presided at the conven- 
tion, and Principal Greonljerger of tho Now York 
Institution, gave an exhibition of reading spoken 
words from the lir'x with a class ut a dozen boys 
»nd girls. The pupils were able to understand 
all jworils spoken to thum, and even to repeat 
tbem. Dr. Gallandet, President of the National 
Deaf-Muto College in Washington, I>. C, said 
oral instniction had Ijoon carried on there for 
five or six years. Ono pupil, who came to that 
Institntion six years ago, had n-> speech what- 
ever, and they were obliged to teach bim tho 
simplest elements. At the end of four years and 
a half ho spoke very well, and read from tho lips 
•)f his friends, and oven of strangers. One and a 
'jair years ago it waa ascortained that be pomw«*ed 

i degree of hearing that it was decided to experl- 
tooMt with. He then heard loud noises, bi^know 
nothing of Articulate sounds. His teacher made 
use of the speaking tulje and very little use of 
tho audiphone. Tlirongh their mean* tbo »x)y 
began to recognize articulate sounds, aii<l bis 
bearing develrjp^id until, within the last few 
months, be had been a»<le to understand convcr- 
»ation through a tui;o snch as is us<!d by fierson* 
wlio arc not considered very deaf. 

Snch cases give enwuragcnioiit to tho belief 
that many wlio have heretofore l)een considere<l 

ncurably deaf may yet Jiavo tho dormant fwwer, 
nnder proi«r treatment, of recovering snfflclent 

xairing faculty t/j \m practically useful. Prof. 
Clarke, of the Washiiigt'iii Heights Institution, 
N. V*, sai<l that tbo (;X(>erimont* mode there 
showed that 1<!** than 25 vur cent, of tho i.iii>ils 
were toUlly deaf, and of those a large majority 
were those who had lost their hearing by disease. 

•The convention wa* one of tho most interesting 
in (its proceedings a* well as ono of th* largest 

:»ver held, and It is boix.-d that It will baVe gwid 
result* in promoting the establishment of a train- 
ing sc1kk)Is for teachers of the deaf, with a cnr- 
riculnm to include the anatomy and jihyslology 
of the organ* of »p«tech and hearing; vocal 
gymnastics, •poech rea<Iing, tho elementary law* 
of sounds, the nu;thods of testing and developing 
latent liearing, Knglish orthography and ortlio- 
ej^r in their S|X!clal relations to tlio deaf, and tlje 
art of imparting a knowledge of MticaiaU speeob 
to the deaf utd Miiit-4osf .

Tho Fourth of July was celebrated 
in this city, as only Syracuse can do a 
thing when it has made up its mind 
to do it, and "The Father of His 
Country" would have been dolightod 
if he could have seen tho patriotism 
of our citizens on that most memora- 
ble anniversary. 

In tho early pari of the day, there 
was a large procession, headed by tho 
Stale military organizations, which 
had, in its ranks, fire companies — rep- 
resenting our own city and some of 
our larger neighlioring town.s — relief 
associations, workingme.i's organiza- 
tions, and all sorts of commercial ami 
business pursuits ; from the fur wagon 
to the wagonlo.'id of ploughs. There 
wore more than ten thousand men in 
the procession, and it seemed as if all 
the citizens of Syracuse had luriiod 
otd, if not to lako pari in the proces- 
sion, to witness it as it passed along 
iLh lino «f march. In the afternoon, a 
rope-w.ilkor, from Philadelphia, named 
Denier, exhibited his skill in Natural 
Philosophy — at any rate, he was able 
to keep liis " lino of direction" so it 
would "pass through" his base. In 
the evening, there was a grand pyro 
technic display, and though it was u 
splendid sight, it was by no means the 
most glorious one of tho day. This 
exhibition was dofrayecf by pojnilar 
subscription, but, as is often tho case, 
private entevpriKO often tbrows gene- 
ral endeavor into the shade, though in 
this instance it was purely an accidoni, 
and came near ending tragically for 
some of the involuntary wilnosses. 
The fireworks in Stinnrd's toy store 
caught fire, and there w.'is a most live 
ly Fotirth of July inside and abotU the 
doors of thai store. Red-lights, blue- 
lights and Greek fire vied with each 
other in trying to rival the noonday

whirled through the air :-.t;d <;ianl fire- 
crackers went ofT by the score. ,Tho 
store, wlii(rli was a pojiulnr one and 
situated in the heart of tho city, was 
crowded at the time, and as the most 
of the fireworks were in the front part 
of tho store, the people wore afraid to 
pass through the space that was filled 
with flying rockets and bursting pow- 
der shells. To mako a bad matter 
worse, tho front of the store took fire, 
and thus hemmed in by a wall of fire 
the situation was not at all pleasant. 
The excitement outside was equal lo 
that within for next to tho toy store 
was Snow's drug store, tho cellar of 
which was full of chemicals and oils 
that would blow tho whole block to 
pieces if they onco caught fire. Tho 
people inside the burning store escap- 
ed through tho back windows into the 
court, and then through the stores on 
tho other bide to the next street. Tho 
fire companies, that at the time were 
in the parade, were on the scene quick- 
ly as possible and soon put out the 
fire, but not until the store had been 
completely gutted by tho flames. 
Several ladies were rescued from the 
upper stories, before tho flamos were 
put out, through tho windows. It 
was a grand sight but not a ploaaant 
one, because there were too many lives 
in jeopardy, for those who were on 
tho street did not know that the peo- 
ple inside had escaped through tho 
rear. ■ ■

themselves, if they would only look at 
it in tho right light. It will never do 
to go to the public reading rooms 
when they want to sit down and talk, 
for, although these rooms as much 
their rooms as others', it dots not 
arguo well for tho mutes, as they at- 
tract too much attention and often 
cause comment, that, could they hear, 
would make their ears tingle. It is 
not long since an "*ntorplrising" re- 
porter of one of the daily papers, 
while looking around for " iloms," 
strolled into a reading room that our 
mutes tidvo a partiality to. It so hap- 
pened that two mutes were there and 
were talking about something that for 
the time interested thorn, paying, of 
course, no attention to the reporter. 
He got it into his head that ihoy were 
talking about religion, and that even- 
ing's paper contained a long article on 
the " Beaming Countenances that Ex- 
press Delight," "The Intelligence of 
the Eye," and "Tlio Expressive mo- 
tion of the Hand." Now all this non 
sense had no other foundation than 
tho imagination of that "cntorprising" 
reporter, and while it did not belitUe 
the mutes, it would have been just as 
well, and perh.ajis better for them, if it 
had never been printed, for every man 
who had read that article would slop 
and staro at the first deaf-mute lie saw 
in convcrs.ation ; which annoyance, 
could bo avoided it ihey had a place 
whero ihey coidd go that they might 
call their own. 

But this is not all. Just look at 
tho benefits they would reap from a 
weekly or even montJily lecture. How 
much more couvoniont it would be for 
t\ll to have tho services usually con- 
ducted in St. James's Ohurcli, perform- 
ed in their own rooms.

Berry, who so often comes to Syra 
cuso to preach to us, and is often dis 
appointed in seeing so few present at 
his sermons, would no doubt cbme 
oftener, and woiild be pleased lo see 
so many present, for the only reason 
for their absence was that they did 
not know n'fini ho was coming.
